Covernor Signs Bill. 
Results of the survey were 
announced after Gov. Phil 
Donnelly yesterday signed the 
new St. Louis earnings tax en- 


cent special session. Because of 
provisions of this law, St. Louis 
voters will be asked to approve 
continuation of the tax after 
next April 15, in a referendum 
called by the ‘Board of Alder- 
men. 

The new state act gives St. 
Léuis the right to levy the earn- 
ings tax without voter approval 
only until next April 15. The 
law, however, sets up two meth- 
ods ander which the city could 
continue the levy after that date 
with voter approval. 

Referendum Possibilities. 


The city could submit the new 
earnings tax ordinance to a ref- 
erendum before next April 15. 
If the ordinance were approved 
by a majority vote, the tax would 
be extended for two additional 
years, or until April 15, 1957. 

If the proposition were defeat- 
ed at the polls, the levy would 
continue far one more year, or 
until April 15, 1956. If the city 
fails to submit the ordinance to 
a vote of the people, the tax 
would expire automatically next 
April 15. 

Under an alternative method, 
the city could submit the earn- 
ings tax issue to the voters in 
the form of a charter amend- 
ment, or as part of a revised 
charter, before April 15, 1957.

Tucker’s View on Vote. 


Tucker declared he fayors sub- 
mission of the question to city 
voters “at the earliest possible 
time.” The city must know, he 
said, whether it will have author- 
ity to levy the tax on a tempo- 
rary or permanent basis, in or- 
der to plan effectively for fu- 
ture municipal services and op- 
erations.

China Reds Join in Russian Song 
At Geneva: Don’t Fence Me In 


GENEVA, April 22 (AP)— 
Swiss soldiers laboriously began 
stringing five carloads of barbed 
wire yesterday around the fancy 
lakeside villas reserved for top 
Communist delegates to the big 
power conference on Korea and 
Indochina. 

Today they started taking the 
wire down, 

Russian secugity officers de- 
cided abruptly they did not 
want the barricade around the 
suburban estate which will 
house foreign Minister V. M. 
Molotov.

Gen, 
Miles W. Reber, former Army 
liason officer to Congress, testi- 
fied that he was put under pres- 
sure last summer to try to get an 
officer’s commission for Schine. 

He said that in.10 years of 
dealing with Congress, he had 
never known “greater pressure,” 
but said he was not “intimi- 
dated.” 

Stevens linked McCarthy not 
only with unsuccessful efforts to 
get an Army commission for 
Schine but with what Stevens 
said were “subsequent efforts 
. « » to seek preferential treat- 
ment for him after he was in- 
ducted. 


McCarthy Protests. 


McCarthy broke into Stevens’s 
reading of his text and, making 
a point of order, protested that 
Stevens was trying to “speak 
for the Army.” 

“It should be clear at the out- 
set,” McCarthy said, “that Mr. 
Stevens is speaking for Mr. 
Stevens.” He contended, as he 
had at the opening of the héar- 
ing, that it was “highly im- 
proper” for Stevens to speak for 
the Army. 

The hearing’s special counsel, 
Ray H. Jenkins, broke in to say 
that Stevens, as Army Secre- 
tary, could testify about facts 
concerning the Army. 

Acting Chairman Karl f£E, 
Mundt (Rep.), South Dakota, 
ruled Stevens could read his 
statement. Stevens interpolated 
that he had every right to act 
as Army spokesman, having 
been appointed by the President 
and confirmed by the Senate. 


Denies ‘Blackmail’ Charge.

Stevens said the dispute “has 
been a distraction that has kept 
many men from the perforni- 
ance of tasks far more impor- 
tant to the welfare of this coun- 
try than the convenience of a 
single Army private.” He said 
McCarthy's charge that Army 
officials tried to “blackmail” 
him out of investigating al- 
leged Communist infiltration of 
the service was “absolutely 
false.” 

Stevens charged that Me- 
Carthy or members of his staff 
made more than 65 telephone 
calls to the Army about Schine 
from mid-July 1953 to March 1, 
1954—1first to try to get him a 
commission and, later, to get 
privileges as a private. 

He said the Schine case was 
discussed at 19 meetings be- 
tween Army personnel and Mec- 
Carthy or his staff members.

Senator Mundt: It is cus 


tomary in hearings of this type 


for the chairman and the ranking member of the committee to 


make preliminary statements. 


At this time the chair will read a 


brief statement outlining the purposes and procedures and the 


policies of these hearings. 

May I ask the doorman to 
‘keep the doors closed from now 
on except if special guests here 
from Congress desire to be ad- 
mitted. We will have to main- 
tain a maximum degree of or- 
der with a crowd as large as 
this, in order that everybody 
can be fully apprised of every- 
thing that is going on. 

This Permanent Subcommit- 
tee on Investigations of the 
United States Senate, being a 
subcommittee of the Senate 
Committee on Government Op- 
erations, has now convened in 
open session for the purpose of 
investigating charges heretofore 
made by Secretary of the Army, 
Robert J. B. Stevens, and his 
counsel John G. Adams and for- 
malized in a document dated 
April 13, 1954, and filed with 
this subcommittee, and in which 
a general charge is made that 
Senator Joseph R. McCarthy as 
chairman of the Permanent 
Subcommittee on Investigations, 
United States Senate, its chief 
counsel, Roy M. Cohn, as well 
as other members of its staff, 
sought by improper means to 
obtain preferential treatment 
for one Pvt. G. David Schine, 
United States Army, formerly a 
consultant for this subcommit- 
tee, and in which numerous spe- 
cific allegations are made’ in 
support of that general charge. 


Reference to Hensel. 


It is the further purpose of 
this subcommittee to investigate 
counter-charges by Senator Mc- 
Carthy, Mr. Cohn and other 
members of their staff against 
Mr. Stevens, Mr. Adams and 


dedication to purpose which has 
resulted in this long unprece- 
dented, and unbroken series of 
unanimous decisions. 

It is our joint determination 
to conduct these hearings with 
a maximum degree of dignity, 
fairness, and thoroughness. 
We enter our duties with no 
pre-judgments of the verities 
in this controversy, We pro- 
pose to follow the evidence 
wherever it leads and to give 
every party in this dispute 
the equitable treatment and 
consideration to which he is 
entitled. We have here en- 
gaged in this controversy re- 
sponsible men holding respon- 
sible positions and we shall 
expect them to proceed in the 
responsible manner which 
their positions should require. 
In this spirit, the chair hopes 
and expects that each partici- 
pant in this dispute will offer 
in sworn testimony only such 
statements as are capable of 
demonstrable proof. 


We have adopted a series of 
nine special rules for this com- 
mittee investigation which were 
approved by unanimous action 
by both the subcommittee and 
the full committee on govern- 
ment operations. These nine 
rules have by now been widely 
publicized. Not only were they 
adopted unanimously but they 
are strictly within the frame- 
work of agreement which was 
reached in consultation with all 
of the major parties involved 
in this dispute. 


We would like to reaffirm at 
the outset that due to the un-

Mr. (H. Struve) Hensel, the lat-

of procedure. These counter-

military. Specific allegations are 
made in support of these gen- 
eral charges. 

These charges, as well as their 
implications, are of such a grave 
and serious nature as to have 
caused great concern on the 
part of this subcommittee as 

' well as on the part of the Amer- 
ican people. It is therefore the 
purpose of this investigation to 
make a full and impartial effort 
to reveal that which is true and 
to expose that which is false 
with respect to said charges and 
counter-charges. 

In preparing the foregoing 
portions of this opening state- 
ment the chair has collaborated 
with the special committee coun- 

sel, Mr. (Ray) Jenkins, and with 

Senator McClellan (Arkansas), 

the ranking Democratic member 
of our subcommittee. 

At this point the chair would 
like to add a few personal com- 
ments on his own responsibility. 

These hearings, at best, com- 
prise an unpleasant business. 
Presiding over these hearings 
is a responsibility which I do 
not welcome and which I did 
all that I honorably could to 
avoid. I have felt from the 
beginning that some other 
group rather than this sub- 
committee could and should 
more appropriately undertake 
this assignment. However in 
offices such as the members 
ef this committee hold, each 
Senator must accept or shirk 
the duties assigned to him. 
The members of this subcom- 
mittee are resolved to accept 
our individual and collective 
responsibility to do our best 
to adjudicate and to resolve 
this unpleasant affair. 


As acting chairman of the sub- 
committee, I want now publicly 


to express my appreciation to 


my Democratic and Republican 


associates on this subcommittee. 
We have during the past several 
weeks devoted many long hours 
to the problems involved in this 
investigation and these hearings. 
We have held well over 25 meet- 
ings and conferences of our sub- 
committee members. Every de- 
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usual circumstances of this in- 
quiry and the positions held by | 
the disputants, it seemed de- 
sirable to evolve rules of pro- 
cedure which are somewhat of 
a departure from the usual 
rules for congressional inquiries 
or investigations. It is not our 
intention that these rules should 
establish a* precedent which 
should necessarily be used by 
other congressional committees 
or in other investigations where 
the circumstances differ 
markedly from the conditions 
which we have here in the cur- 
rent controversy. 


And now the chair would like 
to make two concluding com- 
ments. Under the applicable 
standing rules of this subcom- 
mittee, the presence of one sub- 
committee member at’ these 
hearings shall constitute a quo- 
rum. This rule prevails in our 
subcommittee solely to make 
certain that in the event of a 
test in the courts there can be 
no legal question raised as to 
whether at any given time a 
quorum on the subcommittee 
was in attendance. However, as 
the temporary chairman of the 
subcommittee during these hear- 
ings, I pledge you now that I 
shall not conduct these hearings 
at any time that both of our 
political parties is not repre- 
sented on the subcommittee. 
Since our labors began on 
the task in hand, numerous of 


our colleagues and many com- 
mentators have suggested to 
the members of this subcom- 
mittee that—to use a collo- 
quialism—“we are on the 
spot.” That statement is def- 
inately correct. In a larger 
sense, however, to continue 
the colloquialism, the chair 
would like to suggest that 
everybody at this end of the 
committee room is equally 
and likewise “on the spot.” 
Each participant in this dis- 
pute, like each member of our 
subcommittee, will be care- 
fully checked and watched, 
The counsel for our subcom- 
mittee, Mr. Jenkins, is likewise 
“on the spot” representing as 
he does neither side of this 
dispute but serving rather to 
help guide our entire subcom- 
mitte in its search for facts. 
Our friends reporting these 
hearings throughout America 
by radio and television are 
likewise being tried and tested 
by citizens everywhere de- 
manding what I am confident 
they will “receive—fair and 
impartial coverage with no de- 
letions or selections calculated 
to give advantage to one par- 
ticipant or the other*in these 
hearings. And the diligent 
members of the working press 
seated here before us are also 
“on the spot’ as they strive 
with the great abilitieés and 
high sense of honor that I 
know they possess to give 
Americans the same facts and 
reports to read that million 
of our citizens will hear or see 
on television screens or radio. 
We are happy to have as many 
guests at these hearings as this 
spacious room will reasonably 
accommodate. We ask only one 
condition in return—to the end 
that these hearings may proceed 
with due decorum and with 
equal justice to all, we must in- 
sist that there be no demonstra- 
tions of approval or disapproval 
of any kind at any time from 
the members of the audience.

TRANSCRIPT OF HEARING IN MCARTHY'S DISPUTE WITH ARMY 


First Witness at the McCarthy Hearing Question of Immunity in Army 


Hearings Stirs Disagreement 


—There is disagreement ove 
whether congressional immunity. 
applies to the sworn testimony 


in the Army-McCarthy hearings. 

At least one top Government 
lawyer said he believes con- | 
gressional immunity would not 
'protect Senator Joseph R. Mc- 
Carthy against possible perjury 
action in the case of a false 
statement under oath. 

But Assistant Defense Secre- 
tary H. Struve Hensel, a lawyer 
and a key figure in the hear- | 
ings, said yesterday that he does | 
not think McCarthy as a Sena- | 
tor could be prosecuted for any- 
thing he says in the investiga- 
tion. 

Senator Karl’ E. Mundt (Rep.), 
|South Dakota, acting chairman 
‘of the investigating subcom- | 
_mittee conducting the inquiry, 
said he is not a lawyer but be- | 
lieves the charges McCarthy 
made could be subject to civil 
action until they are inserted 
in the official record of the 
hearings. | 

Few Precedents. 

The top-ranking Government 
attorney, who did not want his 
name used, conceded there are 
very few precedents and that | 
any test of the issue could pro- 
duce a lively legal wrangle. The 
reason is that Congressmen do

The Constitution says Con. 
gressmen “shall not be ques 
tioned in any other place’ for 
what they say in any specch 
or debate in either house. 

Private citizens likewise en. 
joy an immunity from civij 
libel or slander suits when they 
testify before committees. How. 
ever, since they are always 
under oath, they are subject to 
criminal perjury prosecution for 
any false statements. 

Protects Congressmen. 

The constitutional immunity, 
the one top lawyer said, was de. 
signed to protect Congressmen 
from being harassed by law 
suits because of speeches they 
make in their official capacity. 

Yet it would not permit a 
Congressman to escape the 
legal consequences of his action 
if, for example, he testified 
falsely under oath as a witness 
in a regular criminal case in 
court. The same _ reasoning 
would apply to a _  duly-con. 
stituted investigating committee 
of Congress. 

The Justice Department re. 
fused to be drawn into the 
question. 

“We are barred by law from 
giving a legal opinion except to 
the President and the heads of 
the executive departments,” a 
department spokesman said.

2 or 3 Calls a Day. 

A little later in his testimony,

Sought Favorable Action. 

Under questioning by Joseph 
N. Welch, special counsel to the 
Army in this inquiry, Gen. Reb- 
er testified that he was diligent 
in his efforts to get favorable 
action on Schine’s application. 

“Were you actually aware of 
Cohn’s position during your 
contacts” in connection with the 
Schine case,” Welch asked. 

“I was,” Gen. Reber said with 
finality, as a mild titter went 
through the hearing room. 

He was asked if the telephone 
calls from Cohn and McCarthy 
“inereased or decreased your in- 
terest in the problem.” 

“Increased it,’”’ Gen. Reber re- 
plied. 

He had acknowledged readily 
earlier that he had received a 
great number of calls from mem- 
bers of Congress and Senators 
relative to commissions for rela- 
tives or friends. 

“Do you recall any time when 
you were under greater pres- 
sure?” Welch asked. 

“TI recall no instance when I 
was put under greater pres- 
sure,” he replied. 

In response to questions by 
Jenkins, Gen. Reber said he did 
not feel that in his telephone 
calls, Senator McCarthy was 
high-pressuring him to a great 
extent but he said he felt the Sen- 
ator “wanted favorable action.”

Schine’s Attitude on Forms. 

Recalling Sehine’s attitude to- 
ward filling out forms and other 
chores ‘in connection with his 
unsuccessful try for a direct 
commission, Gen.. Reber said 
that Schine apparently felt that 
“the business of filling out 
forms and processing was un- 
necessary and routine.” 

This observation was greeted 
with sympathetic laughter by 
World War II vintage men in 
the hearing room, who appeared 
to share some of Schine’s senti- 
ment on this score. 

While the questioning of Gen. 
Reber and his answers were 
measured and restrained, there 
were two instances in the ses- 
sion when McCarthy flared up 
briefly against Senator Stuart 
Symington (Dem.),.Missouri, and 
another when one of his objec- 
tions Jed to laughter in the audi- 
ence, 

The latter was occasioned by 
a point of order on testimony by 
Gen. Reber as to a point which 
was not based upon personal 
knowledge. 

Senator McCarthy interrupted 
to protest that such testimony 
should not be permitted unless 
the person mentioned was pre- 
pared to come before the com- 
mittee an attest to the testimony 
under oath. 

Brings Down the House. 

It was McCarthy’s subsequent 
observation that the committee 
probably would hear a lot of 
“hearsay evidence” which nearly 
brought down the house. 

McCarthy’s near-clash with 
Symington occurred when Sy- 
mington inquired of Gen. Reber 
if he knew when McCarthy, be- 
gan his investigation of alleged 
subversion at the Army Signal 
Corps installation at Fort Mon- 
mouth, N.J. 

“t -don’t know the exact 
dates,” Gen. Reber replied. 

“Will you submit that for the 
record?” Symington asked. 

“I certainly shall, sir,” 
Reber replied. 

McCarthy interposed sharply: 

“Mr. Chairman, a point of 
order. Gen. Reber cannot submit 
that date. The only man who 
can submit that date is the' 
chairman of the committee, my- 
self, and I will be glad to submit 
that date. We did not inform 
Gen. Reber when that investiga- 
tion started.” 

Senator Symington smilingly 
turned to Senator McCarthy ahd 
said: “May I ask Senator Mc- 
Carthy if he will submit that 
date to the committee?” 

Blast at Symington. 

“If the Senator (Sy§nington) 
had been with the committee on 
that date, he would know the 
date,” McCarthy snapped.

“I would like to say one thing | 
on that. I am not sure.”

In an admitted attempt to 
show bias, Senator McCarthy 
questioned Gen. Reber about his 
brother, Sam Reber, an overseas 
government functionary who 
was critical of Cohn and Schine 
when they made their famous 
junket to inspect American- 
sponsored libraries in Europe. 
McCarthy stated in his question 
that Sam Reber repeatedly at- 
tacked Cohn and Schine while 
they were abroad and “appointed 
a man to shadow them.” 


Just after the start of the aft- 
ernoon session McCarthy started 
a lengthy wrangle by asking Re- 
ber whether his brother was “‘al- 
lowed to resign” from a high po- 
sition in the State Department, 
as a security risk. eJnkins ob- 
jected quickly that the matter 
was irrelevant, but after consid- 
erable bickering back and forth 
McCarthy was allowed to re- 
phrase the question. 

After another flurry over

“As I understand my broth- 
er’s case,” he said, “he retired 
as he was permitted to do on 
reaching the age of 50, and I 
know nothing of any security 
case.”’

Y all the rules of logic, Poland and the Polish people should 
B Lying between Germany and Russia, and lacking 
any east and west natural frontiers, Poland has for centuries 
been overrun by the warring armies of Europe.

During the war of 1939-1945, 
the country was invaded once by 
the Russians and once by the 
Germans. As a result, it Jost 
6,000,000 killed, of whom 3,000,- 
000 were Jews, out of a total 
population of 35,000,000. 

The capital city, Warsaw, suf- 
fered devastation once in 1939. 
Again in 1943 when the Jews 
revolted, when they learned 
about the fate of their brethren 
in the gas chambers, the entire 
Jewish ghetto was leveled. 

In the final defense of War- 
saw in the winter of 1944-45, 
noarly every building in War- 
saw was badly damaged, if not 
destroyed. 

Today 900,000 Poles have 
crowded into this city where in 
the final devastation only a few 
thousands remained. In order to 
provide themselves places to live | 
and publie utility services, they | 
have worked like beavers to, 
reconstruct upon the ruins, a 
model city of broad boulevards, 
a new Constitution square with 
enormous seven-story govern- 
ment buildings bordering it. 

Large Housing Projects. 

They have built great groups 
of public housing projects, new 
theaters, schools and stores and 
they have restored nearly every 
church, 

Since 1946 this work has been 
done under a Communist gov- 
ernment that is called a “peo- 
ples democrary.” Since 1946 it 
has had no help from the out- 
side save from the Soviet Union. 
Much work remains to be done. 
The plan calls for completion in 
1960 


This Communist dictatorship 
is a typical one that takes its 
orders from Moscow, but it dif- 
fers significantly from the one 
in Czechoslovakia. There were 
no pictures of Malenkov or 
Stalin in the waiting room of 
the Warsaw airport; nor were 
there any showing in the Bristol 
hotel where we stayed. The 
many new buildings do not have 
the hammer and sickle moulded 
into the building over the main 
entrances as they do in Czecho- 
slovakia. There are no slogans 
or banners urging the people on. 
Most significantly, there seems 
to be absent that inarticulate 
fear and unhappiness that pre- 
vail in Czechosolvakia. 

The Polish people cah be seen 
smiling, although their lives are 
infinitely harsher than in their 
sister republic to the south. As 
fighting people and perpetual 
rebels and revolutionaries, they 
do not know what fear is. They 


improvement; they have seen 
since the end of the war means 
much to them. They are not in a 
rebellious or revolutionary mood 
at this time. 

They speak of war and revo- 
lution with horror. One well- 
informed person told me that 
they speak reasonably of the 
Germans, and express the hope 
that they will not have to fight 
the Germans again. 

Life Is Difficult. 

Life is. grim. The average 
Polish worker earns between 750 
and 1000 Zlotys a month. (There 
are 4 zlotys to the dollar on the 
official exchange; black-market 


/Wyszynski, despite the Concor- 


rates run between 60 and 80 to 
the dollar.) 

In addition to salary, each 
Polish father gets 60 zlotys a 
month for the first child, 90 for 
the second and 120 for each ad- 
ditional one. As a result, Polish 
births are booming and the pop- 
ulation of the country is increas- 
ing at the rate of 500,000 a year. 

A Polish worker’s food and 
clothing problem is tough, He 
must pay 1000 zlotys for A suit 
of clothes; his wife 525'for a 
sleeveless sweater. From 1200 
to 1900 zlotys buys him an over- 
coat, and 270 a shabby raincoat. 
A good pair of shoes costs him as 
month’s pay. He must shell out 
400 zlotys for a child's pair. For 
six silver-plated knives and forks 
he must pay 1100 zlotys. Sugar 
costs 5 zlotys a pound; tea 60; 
coffee 120; rubarb 5. Eggs are 
4 zlotys each, apples 5. 

While not all small stores 
have been nationalized, practi- 
cally all in Warsaw are. In the 
city’s reconstruction, enormous 
new department stores have been 
built. They have apparently am- 
ple stocks of nearly all kinds of 
food and clothing, but prices are 
on a level similar to those quoted 
above. Prices do the rationing. 

Nevertheless, the stores are 
packed with people. The serv- 
ice is. poor, because there are 
not enough clerks. Clerks really 
have to work in Poland. Neith- 
er are there enough cashiers to 
take in the money. The whole 


* merchandising process is slowed 


and lack of sales people. 

Although the new Central 
Commerce Store was built in 
1951, it is still unfinished, but 
already the cement steps are 
worn. The stairways are nar- 
row, two persons wide, and so 
are the escalators. The clothing 
it sells is shabbily made of poor 
quality cloth.

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The Mayor’s Strong Lead 


With his new legislative program, Raymond R. 
Tucker became Mayor ef St. Louis in a way 
which was denied him before. 

Through no fault of his own, the Mayor had 
to spend more of his first year in office as a 
legislative lobbyist than as the man in the 
Mayor’s chair. This was because the city’s hopes 
for progress all depended on continuing the 
earnings tax, and the Legislature had to be con- 
vinced of that, 

Now the Legislature has been convinced, con- 
ditionally at least. The Mayor can devote more 
time to the normal duties of office, and the city 
can begin to plan its future. Mr. Tucker has 
offered a constructive outline: 

NEW CHARTER: The present 40-year-old 
charter represents unwieldy outmoded govern- 
ment. It fails to give St. Louis the home rule 
allowed it under the 1945 State Constitution. 
That is one reason why the city has to run to 
Jefferson City constantly for help. Even the 
permanency of the earnings tax depends now 
on a new charter or charter amendment. 

The 1950 charter proposal was defeated in 
a campaign of misrepresentation. It is time for 
a new board of freeholders to begin work. 

BOND ISSUE: The Mayor suggests a public 
improvement bond issue of at least $100,000,000, 
if the earnings tax can be made secure. Express- 
ways, parks, new civic buildings all wait on 
funds. Only a generous bond issue can remake 
old St. Louis into a modern city. 

AIRPORT COMMISSION: The present ad- 
visory Airport Commission should be replaced 
with a board which can manage and operate 
our big airport as a big business, for that, as 
the Mayor says, is what it is. 

FLUORIDATION: The first fluoridation bill 
died in Alderman Ziegenbalg’s Committee on 
Public Utilities, despite support by the Health 
Commissioner and the St, Louis dental and 
medical societies. Fluoridation should be ap- 
proved as a tested method of improving the 
dental health of children. 

JUVENILE DELINQUENCY: The FBI has 
just reported a national rise of nearly 8 per 
cent in juvenile delinquency. No major city has 
escaped the trend and St. Louis needs to give 
special attention to its future citizens. 

TRAFFIC: When the aldermen recently per- 
mitted parking on one-way downtown streets, 
against the advice of civic groups and traffic 
experts, they shot the first hole in the master 
traffic plan. Parking should certainly be pro- 
hibited once more on the narrow Olive and 
Pine street transit routes, where it was pro- 
hibited even before the traffic plan was adopted. 

ALDERMANIC COURTESY: Mayor Tucker’s 
criticism of the ward-for-ward horse-trading in 
the Board of Aldermen goes to the heart of many 
things wrong with St. Louis, from costly spot 
zoning to useless stop signs. Civic progress now 
requires that the aldermen look beyond their 
ward boundaries to support the genera! welfare. 

Up on Art Hill, the statue of St. Louis shows 
him leaning forward, ready for action. That is 
the position in which Mayor Tucker puts the 
city with his legislative program. Action is what 
St. Louis expects from the Board of Aldermen. 
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Just a Witness Now 

For the current hearing, the Senate Perma- 
nent Investigating subcommittee has a new 
seventh member. He is Senator Dworshak of 
Idaho and his presence brings the Republican 
side to full strength of four. This means that 
as Senator McCarthy of Wisconsin appears 
before the subcommittee, he appears in only 
one capacity, that of a principal witness. He is 
not also a member of the subcommittee whose 
seat is being held open for him. With Senator 
Dworshak present, the McCarthy seat has been 
filled by another Republican. This is a basic 
fact that everyone ought to keep in mind as the 
present inquiry proceeds. ’ 
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Thirteen Hours a Week 

The television survey made for the National 
Council of Churches and the Yale Divinity 
School, reported in part in today’s Mirror of 
Public Opinion, is the most thorough analysis 
so far of what children like on TV, and what 
their parents think they like or ought to like. 
There is considerable difference, it seems. 

Children generally like cowboy programs even 
more than their parents think they do. They are 
not averse to good educational programs, if these 
are entertaining, though many parents agreed 
there should be more education on the air. Most 
parents, however, think TV does a good job of 
entertaining their youngsters. 

If TV is to be judged solely as to how it enter- 
tains children, then there can be no criticism. 
The survey shows that children watch 13 hours 
of TV a week. Unfortunately, the survey also 
found that practically all the violence depicted 
on the TV screen comes in entertainment pro- 
grams. While there is a difference of opinion on 
how much harm vicarious violence does to chil- 
dren, few parents would say repeated violence 
does any good. 

The challenge which the statistics put to the 
television industry, finally, is to make entertain- 
ment and education meet more often. Only by 
making more informational programs more en- 
tertaining can TV induce the youngsters to soak 
in the educational power which television should 
offer. Bug the offer has to be made first. 
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In a Familiar Pattern 


The new round of talks in the United Nations 
Disarmament Commission has opened in an 


atmosphere not much different from the pre- 


vious rounds. Although the revelation of the 
destructive power of the H-bomb has sent a 
wave of disarmament sentiment around the 
world, the U.N. diplomats are engaged in their 
customary maneuvers. On both sides their prin- 
cipal purpose appears to be to blame the other 
side for the expected failure to reach agreement. 

Andrei Vishinsky’s demand that India, Czecho- 
slovakia and Communist China be added to the 
subcommittee to conduct the disarmament talks 
certainly fits into that pattern. India is not even 
a member of the Disarmament Commission and 
Communist China not even a member of the 
U.N. Mr. Vishinsky’s purpose, obviously, was 
not to advance disarmament so much as to make 
propaganda for the benefit of the Indians, the 
Czechs and the Chinese, and to provide himself 
with a handy pretext for later obstruction, if 
needed, 

On the other hand, it must be admitted that 
there is some truth in the general proposition 
that if anything is to be achieved by way of 
disarmament, all of the major powers of the 
world must be a party to the agreement, and 
certainly East and West must be fully repre- 
sented both in the negotiations and in the 


This does not discount the value of the new 
talks altogether. Something may always turn up 


to make them worth while even if conclusive 
agreements are not reached. As far as real 
achievement goes, however, it now seems clearer 
than ever that other achievements must come 
first — namely, the attainment of some agreed 
settlement of outstanding world issues. For 
the moment, what happens at Geneva is likely 


‘to be more important than what happens in 


U.N, headquarters at New York. 
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Aloof From the People 


A request that grassroots opinion be consulted 
before a final decision is taken on the fate of 
the Southwestern Power Administration could 
hardly be ignored with good grace. Consultation 
with the people to find out their wishes, and to 
be guided by them, is one of the indispensable 
functions of popular government. , ' 

The Committee on Power for the Southwest 
makes the request to the Federal Government. 
It says “not one single solitary individual” from 
the six-state area served by. SPA was consulted 
in the decision, reached at Washington, to dis- 
solve SPA as an administrative agency operating 
in the field. 

Gen. Eisenhower said in his campaign speech 
at Seattle on Oct. 7, 1952: “We need an Admin- 
istration which believes in keeping close to the 
people.” How does this fine statement of prin- 
ciple square with the practice in the case of 
SPA? The people were by-passed altogether in 
the making of a decision which affects the daily 
lives of thousands of them and the growth and 
prosperity of the region in which they live. 

The Committee on Power for the Southwest is 
composed of representatives of municipal and 
co-operative electric systems in Missouri, Kan- 
sas, Oklahoma, Texas, Arkansas and Louisiana. It 
recommends a further study, before final action, 
in which there will be “full consultation with 
the congressional Representatives, the REA ad- 
ministrators; the municipalities and rural elec- 
tric co-operatives in the states affected.” 

That is exactly the sort of procedure Mr. 
Eisenhower has spoken out for, as candidate and 
as President, repeatedly. Clearly someone in his 
Administration has gone against these objectives 
of the President about as far as it is possible 
to go. 

In the Tennessee Valley, the TVA refers to 
the consultation procedure requested for SPA 
as “public participation and consent,” and re- 
gards no action as valid without it. That is a 
practice which could well be adopted through- 
out the Government. 
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She Earned It 


Miss Doris Fleeson, whose syndicated column 
appears in the Post-Dispatch, is altogether a 
worthy choice for the Raymond Clapper Memo- 
rial Award. This award, which keeps alive the 
memory of one of the finest of political cor- 
respondents—lost, it is sad to remember, in a 
World War II airplane crash—goes each year to 
a newspaper writer whose work is marked by 
accuracy, integrity, and attachment to the funda- 
mental principle that in a self-governing nation 
the people must be informed. Miss Fleeson’s re- 
ports have all these qualities. In addition she 
is continuously readable and always concise. 
Moreover she gets out over the country from 
time to time to report the political news from 
the grass roots. The committee made no mis- 
take when it chose this exceptionally able and 
well-informed reporter as the first woman to 
receive the Raymond Clapper Award. 
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Something Else Mr. Nixon Said 

What Vice President Nixon said about the 
possibility of sending troops to Indochina has 
received wide notice. Little attention has been 
paid to another remark, also of much signifi- 
cance. This was his answer to a query, put by a 
member of the American Society of Newspaper 
Editors, as to whether it might have been better 
to have fought out the war with Communist 
aggressors in Korea, rather than to transfer it 
to the jungles of Indochina. In substance, Mr. 
Nixon said that in “hindsight” maybe it would 
have been better to have settled it on the Ko- 
rean battlefield. But his actual words have 
not been made public. Why not make his full 
text available to the American people? 
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Courtesy or Re-Election ? 

St. Louisans who are anxious to prevent the 
spread of blight and decay in their city will be 
extremely distressed if the Board of Aldermen 
fails to eliminate the back-scratching device of 
“aldermanic courtesy” from the new session. 

This vicious abuse of the legislative process 
has been strongly criticised by Mayor Tucker, 
and properly so, In zoning matters, where it 
is most frequently invoked, it works this way: 
If someone wants to open a rooming house, a 
filling statibn or even a junk yard in an estab- 
lished neighborhood, and if the alderman of the 
ward introduces a zoning change and fights 
for it, the change is railroaded through. Every 
other alderman will vote for the measure out 
of “courtesy,” regardless of the merits of the 
bill, the advice of the City Plan Commission 
or what not. 

One way the individual alderman could dem- 
onstrate a change of heart is to ask the advice 
of the Plan Commission before offering a zon- 
ing amendment. Or, assuming he had already 
introduced one, he could withdraw it if the Plan 
Commission turned in an adverse recommenda- 
tion. 

In any event, in order that the people may 
know just which aldermen are playing this mean 
game, we shall endeavor to publish the names 
of those who invoke the aid of their colleagues 
to spread blight and decay in the name of 
courtesy. 
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New Dangers in Stream Pollution 

Secretary Oveta Culp Hobby gives a new and 
compelling reason for the nation’s streams to be 
cleansed of pollution from industrial wastes. 
The head of the Department of Health, Educa- 
tion and Welfare says the national water supply 
is being subjected to dangers from new chemi- 
cals. These chemicals, she declares, have not 
been sufficiently analyzed to determine their 
likely “impact on public health.” 

Missouri and Illinois are exceptionally aware, 
at present, of the need for alleviating stream 
pollution. The Kaskaskia river in the latter 
state, where industrial wastes have recently 
been killing fish and making the water supplies 
of several communities offensive in taste and 
odor, has dramatized the problem. The pro- 
longed drouth in both states has pointed up their 
dependence on a pure water supply. 

The new hazards of which Secretary Hobby 
speaks can best be dealt with the same as the 
hazards which have long been associated with 
stream pollution: and that is, by stopping the 
pollution before it starts, by building pollution 
control into the industrial plants themselyes,

Educators and psychologists, among 
others, have made numerous public 
statements warning of the possible dan- 
gers to the health, character, and edu- 
eation of a child from two or more 
hours a day spent sitting before a TV 
screen, Others have replied that the 
dangers are exaggerated or non-existent, 
and that television is simply a new me- 
dium of great’ potentiality for use or 


abuse. e 


The few studies available of the ef- 
fects of television on children are in- 
conclusive except at one point: they 


show that a lot of children are watching 
a lot of television. 

The study reported here attempted 
partially to fill this gap by reporting 


the attitudes of parents in one Ameri- 
can city toward the television fare their 


children were consuming. 


Metropolitan New Haven has for the 
past two years been the locus of a 
study of religious radid, television and 
motion pictures conducted by the Com- 
munications Research Project under the 
auspices of the Broadcasting and Film 
Commission of the National Council of 
Churches and Yale Divinity School. 


The basic group studied and reported 
on here was a 5 per cent random sample 
of all New Haven households. The sam- 
ple was originally developed by August 
B. Hollingshead, professor of sociology 
at Yale University, and was by all tests 
a faithful reproduction of the total pop- 
ulation. The actual size of the sample 
was 3559 households, 


Howdy Doody Most Popular 


There were minor children in 62.3 


per cent of the 3559 households inter- 


viewed in the sample. While only about 
four-fifths of all households had tele- 
vision sets, virtually all the families 
with children four years of age and 
older reported that the children watched 
television regularly, at a neighbor’s 
home if none were available in their 
own. Fewer than 20 per cent reported 
any regular radio listening. 


The average time spent by children 
four through fifteen years of age in 


watching their regular programs was 


13 hours per week. Time spent listen- 
ing to radio programs averaged no more 
than two hours per week. 

The 11 most popular children’s shows, 
and the percentage of all households 
reporting these programs regularly seen 
by their children, were as follows:

Six of the first 11 were cowboy pro- 
grams. However, no single western 
show—not even Hopalong Cassidy—had 
a regular audience comparable to that 
for Howdy Doody, and it seemed evi- 
dent that one cowboy program looked 
much like any other to the children in- 
terviewed. 

New Haven parents who own tele- 
vision sets liked TV, They liked it for 
themselves, and the majority of them 
approved of it for their children. The 
approval was not always wholehearted. 
There was a great deal of agonized 
soul-searching about what television ul- 
timately would do to the characters and 
habits of this generation of children, 
who are the first to be exposed to it. 

Of the families who expressed’ their 
attitudes toward children’s TV, 69 per 
cent indicated they generally favored 
children’s programs as they are, gnd 


26 per cent generally disapproved of 
them. Five per cent favored some as- 
pects of children’s broadcasting and 
opposed others. 


Almost half (46 per cent) of the fam- 
flies responding gave simple, undetailed 
answers favoring the present programs: 
“They're fine.” “I’m sati§fied with 
them.” “I wouldn’t change them.” All 
of these terse replies were favorable. 
The rest (54 per cent) made detailed 
comments. 


The 26 per cént who disapproved of 
the present children’s programming all 
fell in this group. Those whose reac- 
tions were unfavorable, fh other words, 
were either more concerned or better 
able to articulate their feelings. 


Sources for New Programs 


The recurrent theme among parents 
who objected to the general type and 
content of available programs was: “Too 
many westerns!” Said one exasperated 
mother of two: “He drives the family 
crazy with this bang-bang! Bang-bang 
from early Saturday morning until late 
Sunday night.” 


Parents of pre-school children often 
felt their needs were not being con- 
sidered; all, available programs except 
“Ding-Dong School” were beyond their 
children’s level of comprehension. Par- 
ents of school-age children, however, 
tended to feel program content in gen- 
eral was béTow the level of intelligence 
and acceptability for their children. 


A good many comments added up to 
a feeling that children’s television was 
restricted to extremely narrow formulas 
-——westerns and children’s variety shows 
-——and that there were many untapped 
resources for new programming: “more 
classics like “Tom Sawyer,’” “more 
science programs,” “more literary pro- 
grams,” “more children’s plays,” “dram- 
atizations of Bible stories.” 


One fourth of all objections were to 
excessive violence. “Couldn't our local 
station have a relaxing program for 
children just after supper and before 
bedtime?” asked one mother plaintively. 
. boy gets overexcitement from 
watching some programs, then he has 
bad dreams,” said another. “Too much 
rough stuff,” commented a construction 
worker. 


TV as an Aid to Education 


A good part of this criticism was di- 
rected to the ritualized violence of the 
cowboy movie, but by no means all. 
There were so many references to the 
undesirability of crime shows like Sus- 
pense, or epemrens Assignment, that 
it was quité obvious that children’s 
viewing of late-evening shows was more 
than parents reported. 


A large group of parents saw possi- 
bilities inherent in television for aiding 
their children’s education, Most of these 
merely said “more education.” A small- 
er number specified the educational con- 
tent they would like to see in’ such pro- 
grams: art instruction, spelling, better 
English, health and safety education, 
music, geography and travelogues, lit- 
erture, science. “Draw bunnies, give the 
kids something to do.” “Our son is 
serious and likes to watch news.” 


These of course were parents speak- 
ing, not children, and a féw recognized 
this fact. One man said, ere should 
be more informational programs like 
Mr. Wizard and Zoo Parade, but I no- 
peg the children are not as interested 
as I am.”

Between Book Ends 


Williams's New Poetic Line

This rather sizable collection of Dr. 
Williams's recent poetry makes possible 
some assessment of what is probably 
the final stage of his development. 
Clearly Williams now belongs with 
those poets who have achieved in their 
old age a complete sureness and mas- 
tery of their personal version of the 
craft. 

With Williams, this is especially im- 
portant, because his approach to the 
problems of writing has generally 
seemed ‘violent and rebellious, consis- 
tently preferring the anarchist over the 
conservative. However, those conserva- 
tives who feel that eternal justice re- 
quires such an approach to end in 
nothing will now have to deal with the 
gentleness and sim- 
plicity of these late 
poems, as well as 
with their uncom- 
promisingly fresh 
and flexible 
rhythms. (These 
rhythms, incidental- 
ly, arise from the 
new poetic line that 
Williams has devel- 
oped, It is remark- 
ably pliant, very 
handsome on the 
page, and promises 
to be his most ef- 

WiBiems fective device for 
7 getting away from 
the cliches of iambic pentameter.) 

Most of the developments in this new 
collection are not very sarprising if 
one has read enough of the previous 
poetry. However, anyone might be 
Startled at the generally pastoral qual- 
ity. To be sure, Williams is renowned 
for his poems about flowers, but his 
subject matter has been for the most 
part aggressively urban. Now he writes 
not only “of asphodel,. that greeny 
flower,” but of how “Love is... a 
garden which expands,” and of how 
the sea/ which*no one tends/ is also 
a garden”—all of this entering into a 
meditation about Homer and the sea 
and the symbolic beauty of Helen, and 
the necessity for poetry that cures our 
minds so that “the will becomes again a 
garden.” 

The reader interested in this new 

development might begin with Wil- 
liams’s lovely version of the first 
Idyl ef Theocritus: if he does, he can 
aiso learn something about the tecb- 
a of poetry by comparing Williams 
c osely with the prose translation by 
Andrew Lang, clearly the source of 
Williams’s “translation.” 
‘ No doubt there are other surprises. 
~ Or example, who would expect a verse 
in Williams to come so close to the 
manner of Wallace Stevens: “THE 
IRDS TWITTER now anew/ but a de- 
sign/ surmounts their twittering./ It is 
a design/ of a man/ that makes them 
twitter./ It is a design.” 

Of course, anyone seriously inter- 
ested in contemporary poetry will look 
* ahd book by Williams, But it is to 
e Oped that some of those who are 
aiways asking for more’ simplicity and 
Sincerity of statement, and more devo- 
tion to the common beauties of . the 
world, will take the trouble to find that 

ese virtues really can exist in the 
modern mode.

The general public got, its 
first intimation of all of this 
a few days ago when Mr. Holly- 
day was summarily ousted by 
Sherman Adams, President 
Eisenhower's administrative 
assistant and No. 1 hatchet man. 

The deposed FHA commis- 
sloner told the Senate Banking 
Committee what he had done 
to check the “dynamiter”’ racket, 
which included new regulations 
that went into effect last De- 
cember and that drew» praise 
from Administrator Cole. 

Then Mr. Cole came along 
before the same committee to 
say he had recommended that 
Mr. Hollyday be fired because 
he thought he had not pushed 
the investigations fast enough, 
though a listener at the public 
hearings could get the impres- 
sidn—as this one did—that Mr. 
Hollyday might be the “goat” 
for some reason or other. 


Same Old Mess? 


Some of the mystery of this 
sudden display of action may be 
explained partly by the fact that 
a Southern Democrat, Senator 
Byrd (Va.), has had his Joint 
Committee in Reduction of Non- 
essential Federal Expenditures 
tracking about for a year in this 
“scandal” area, and was about 
ready with some exposures. The 
Virginia Senator now is running 
his own show concurrently. 

Developments thus far in the 
Capehart inquiry indicate that 
the Republican effort, now that 
the “scandal” is out in the open, 
will be to lay as much blame as 
possible on previous Democratic 
Administrations to try to pro- 
vide new ammunition for the 
famous “mess in Washington” 
theme that worked so well two 
years ago. 

Democrats are attempting to 
offset this by stressing the con- 
tinuation of abuses in the Eisen- 
hower Administration, and are 


trying to probe deep into the 
Hollyday firing.

A revamped act points the 
moral to youthful “hot rodders” 
that there should be no monkey- 
shines while driving an auto.

BRITON AGAINST 
USE OF TROOPS 


FOR INDOCHINA 


LONDON, April 22 (AP)—De- 
fense Minister Lord Alexander 
said today he hopes that both 
Britain and the United States 
can avoid sending ground troops 
into the Indochina war. 

“We don’t want to get mixed 
up in another Korea unless it is 
absolutely necessary,” the veter- 
an field marshal told a juncheon 
of the Association of American 
Correspondents in London. 


“There are all sorts of ways 
and means,” of saving Indochina 
from the Communists without 
committing troops, Alexander 
said, without elaborating. 

Reviewing British defense 
policy, Alexander expressed the 
view that if there is a third 
world war both sides will use 
“every weapon they have got’— 
including the hydrogen bomb.

On the final day of its annual 
convention, which will be ad- 
dressed tonight by President 
Eisenhower, the publishers as- 
sociation also elected William 
Dwight, president and general 
manager of the Holyoke (Mass.) 
Transcript, as vice president. 

Walter J. Blackburn, of the 
London (Ontario) Free Press, 
was elected secretary, and W. L. 
Fanning, Westchester County 
Publisher of White Plains, N. 
Y., was re-elected treasurer, 

Biggers Steps Aside. 

Biggers, in stepping aside af- 
ter one year as president, said 
the pressure of his own business 
made it impossible for him to 
devote sufficient time to A.N.P.A. 
affairs. 

A special standing committee 
of the A.N.P.A. reported at to- 
day's session that the last year 
showed “further progress by 
publishers and employes who 
desire to produce papers with- 
out strikes.” 

“The daily press is the essen- 
tial record of daily events,” the 
report said. “The public welfare 
requires daily publication. A 
free press must publish. Hence 
it is the A.N.P.A. policy to arbi- 
trate disputes while the public 
gets the news.” 

1953 Strike Record. 

It said only three strikes 
stopped publication in 1953, and 
that news continued to be pub- 
lished during 10 other strikes. 

“Each year arbitration gains 
more public approval,” the re- 
port said. “Strikes are increas- 
ingly condemned. Today the 
public welfare demands settle- 
ments, not strikes.” 

The committee, headed by 
George N. Dale, of the A.N.P.A. 
Chicago office, said any fair 
means of settlement is better 
than strikes. 

“Even fact finding boards are 
better,” it said, “but nothing 
surpasses local bargaining plus 
conclusive arbitration as a for- 
mula for industrial peace.” 

The A.N.P.A, adopted a reso- 
lution ot join in commemorating 
the 250th anniversary of Benja- 
min Franklin’s birth in 1956.

Judge Brackman Holds Man- 
ufacturer Acted in 
Good Faith. 


A $300,000 trust estate cre- 
ated by Charles E. Potter, presi- 
dent and founder of the Potter 


Electric Signal & Manufactur- 
ing Co., several, months before 
his death in October 1948, has 
been upheld in an opinion by 
Circuit Judge Amandus Brack- 
man at Clayton, it was learned 
today. 

The ruling was in a suit filed 
in June 1951 by Potter’s widow, 
Mrs. Ida Lindsay Potter, against 
the trustees, the Guaranty Trust 
Co. of Missouri, 52 South Cen- 
tral avenue, Clayton, and its 
president, Merrill E. Turner. 
Turner subsequently died and 
was succeeded by Harrison L. 
Winter, executor of the Potter 
estate. 

Potter, who was 79 years old, 
created the trust in good faith 
and with no intention of de- 
frauding his widow, but “rather 
to provide her with a substantial 
income for life by keeping his 
business active after his death,” 
the court held. The trust pro- 
vided Mrs. Potter was to receive 
half the income from the estate 
during her lifetime 

Potter was suffering from 
cancer and created the trust “in 
contemplation of imminent 
death,” the opinion held. Mrs. 
Potter's allegation that her hus- 
band was of unsound mind was 
not made an issue in testimony 
and consequently was not men- 
tioned in the ruling, Judge 
Brackman said. 

Potter’s firm was a pioneer in 
burglar alarm and fire sprinkler 
systems in this area. 


CAR BUYERS DON’T 
RETURN ‘FAVOR’ OF 
WILLYS PAY CUT 


TOLEDO, April 22 (UP) —A 
spokesman for the Willys Motor 
Co. employes who voted to cut 
their salary says the cut was a 
“favor to their community.” But, 
said Richard Gosser, the com- 
munity is not returning the fa- 
vor. 

Gosser, international vice pres- 
president of the CIO United 
Auto Workers told a service 
club Wednesday night why the 
employes had voted to abandon 
their incentive pay scale in 
favor of a straight hourly wage. 

“The employes actepted the 
cut so that they could produce 
a competitive car and make To- 
ledo a better place to work and 
live in,” Gosser said. 

“What do Toledoans do for 
Willys workers when they take 
a pay cut as a favor to their 
community?” Gosser asked. He 
answered, “They rush out and 
buy fords and Chevrolets.” 

Gosser said the Willys em- 
ployes didn’t take pay cuts be- 
cause they wanted to “but be- 
cause Ford and General Motors 
don’t pay as much as Willys 
Motors in wages.” 


CAMBODIA ASKS 4 NATIONS 
TO AID IN STOPPING REDS 


PARIS, April 22 (AP)—Cam- 
bodia “has asked the United 
‘States, Britain, Thailand and 
Japan for aid in fighting invad- 
ing Vietminh battalions, the 
French press agency said today. 

A dispatch from Phnom Penh, 
‘the capital, said the little king- 
‘dom —one of the three Asso- 
‘ciated States of Indochina—sent 
cables asking the four nations 
for help in providing the means 
necessary for the continuation 
of Cambodian resistance. 

The Cambodian cabinet de- 
cided last night to ask the 
United Nations again to take up 
the matter of the Vietminh in- 
vasion, the French agency said.

NEW YORK, April 22 (AP)— 
A Senate subcommittee has 


tackled the problem of blood | 


and thunder comic books. It 
ran. into testimony as contra- 
dictory as superman at a tea 
party. 

Most witnesses. yesterday 
agreed there was’ too much 
stabbing, maiming, killing, tor- 
ture and sex. 

Then up stepped a comic 
book publisher, William M. 
Gaines, who boasted that he in- 
troduced horror into the play- 
room. Said he of comic books 
in childish hands: “I don’t think 
it does them a bit of harm.” 

Gaines was shown one of his 
own covers. It depicted a man 
with a bloody ax standing over 
a woman and holding her 
severed head in one _ hand. 


Gaines said he considered this 


in good taste. 
What “Makes Difference. 

What, then, asked the startled 
Senators, would Gaines consider 
bad taste? 

Gaines replied, “It would be 
bad taste if the head were held 
a little higher with the blood 
dripping out.” 

Gaines testified before the 
Senate Judiciary Subcommittee 
on Juvenile Delinquency. Sen- 
ator Hendrickson (Rep.), New 
Jersey, presided as chairman. 
Senator Hennings (Dem.), Mis- 
souri, is a member. 

Richard Clendenen, staff di- 
rector of the subcommittee, tes- 
tified that experts generally 
agreed that crimé and horror 


| books are most dangerous to the 
| disturbed child, rather than the 
well adjusted one. 
|. But Dr. Frederic Wertham, 
senior psychiatrist of the city 
‘department of hospitals, told the 
‘subcommittee: “It is primarily 
the normal child who is af- 
fected.” 
Good Child Tempted. 

Wertham said abnormal chil- 
dren are too wrapped up in 
themselves to be swayed by 
comic books. He added: “It is 
the good child who is tempted 
and seduced by the comic books. 
As long as these books: exist, 
there are no _ secure homes. 
Every type of crime and delin- 
quency is described in detail. 
The whole point is that evil 


mit a perfect crime.” 


Dr. Wertham said comic 
books alone do not cause ju- 
venile delinquency, but he 


called them “an important con- 
tributing factor.” 

Henry E. Schultz, counsel) for 
the Association of Comic Ma- 
gazirie Publishers, testified his 
group was formed six or seven 
years ago to police comic books 
by means of a code of decency. 
After a good start, Schultz 
added, many of the publishers 
dropped out.

have done a disservice to this 
committee in its problem of 
finding the basic causes of ju- 
venile delinquency.”

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Crab Cakes That Taste Like Crab 


How to Prepare Scallops—Easy-to-Make Shrimp Sauce 


By Hoyt Alden 


ODAY’'S mail brings a letter 
T from a reader who says she 

would like to have a recipe 
for a crab cake which really 
tastes like crab. The crab cakes 
she gets, she says, are all doc- 
tored: up, or something, and 
don’t taste like much of any- 


thing. 
Too often crab cakes are like 
croguettes. Some restaurants 


can take one left-over chicken 
wing and make enough chicken 
croquettes to feed a division. 

Well, here's a recipe for crab 
cakes which taste like some- 
thing. Start with a pound of 
flaked crab meat and go over 
it well to get all the slivers out. 
Nothing takes the joy out of 
crab ‘like a mouthful of shell. 

Combine the crab meat with 
a cup of mashed potatoes and 
a teaspoon of Worcestershire 
sauce, and then work in couple 
of tablespoons of mayonnaise. 
Work it all together, adding a 
little more mayonnaise if you 
have to, to make it soft, yet 
thick enough to hold together. 

Season with salt and pepper 
to taste, then shape it into 
cakes. You can make half a 
dozen big ones or a dozen little 
ones. Dip them into an egg 
which has been beaten with 
four tablespoons of water, and 
then roll them in dry bread- 
crumbs. Fry them in deep fat 
and be sure it’s smoking hot. 
In one to two minutes, depend- 
ing on the size of the cakes, 
they'll be turning golden brown.

If you feel like the mayon- 
naise still takes too much away 
from the flavor of the crab, 
use cream sauce instead.

NOTHER reader complains 
A that every time she fries 
scallops they get tough and 
taste like wood. The trouble 
probably lies in frying them too 
long, which makes many sea- 

foods tough. 
Wipe the scallops dry first.

trying to do. When they’re dry, 
roll them in breadcrumbs. Then 
roll them in egg and then in 
bread crumbs again.

Removing Efflorescence. 


F YOU have any bricks, ma- 
[ sonry block or cinder block 

around your place you may 
have noticed from time to time 
a white crust appearing on the 
surface of the wall. 

This stuff is called “efflores- 
cence” and it is caused by the 
soluble salts in the masonry or 
mortar being brought to the sur- 
face. 

The salts are carried to the 
surface by moisture and in new 
work this is usually just the 
water used in the mortar. In 
old work it is usually a sign 
that water is entering the wall 
at one point or another and 
before you take the time to re- 
move the white crust you should 
go to work and find and cor- 
rect the leak in the wall. 

Efflorescence is often removed 
by the rain when the wall is ex- 
posed to the weather but it can 
also be removed by other 
methods, or at least in many 
cases. 

Sometimes all you need to do 
is give it a good scrubbing with 
a fiber or wire brush. If this 
fails to do the trick, you can 
soften it up with some muriatic 
acid. Make a solution of one 
part muriatic acid to ten parts 
water. Pour the acid into the 
water and be careful not to 
let it reach the clothes, body 
and especially the eyes. We 
suggest old clothes, rubber 
gloves and goggles. 

Scrub this solution over the 
white crust and try as much as 
possible to keep the solution out 
of the mortar, joints. Muriatic 
acid in case you hadn’t guessed, 
will soften cement mortar. 

After you’ve removed as much 
of the efflorescence as you can, 
give the area several good rins- 
ings with fresh water. 


Prepare grapefruit halves an 
hour or so before serving time, 
spread them with a little honey 
and chill.

I knew 
that I was no beauty, but if I 
could sail in to a party with my 
head high, pretending to myself 
that I was perfectly fascinating, 
it could do no harm and might 
keep people from knowing I 
was dying of fright. The ex- 
periment was a success. At once 
I began to lose much of my self- 
consciousness.”

HAVE a problem,” writes a mother. “My 9-year-old 
daughter is an extremely bright child. She is an all-A 
student, gets on well with all her teachers and has 
a host of friends. I am told constantly how well behaved, 
mannerly and capable she is. 
“At home she is quite different. True, she is capable, 
she can iron, cook, sew and keep house very well. She 
s not do these things unless pressed into service, but 
staat I am sick she takes over like a veteran. 

“My problem with her stems from the fact that she 
is not satisfied with me. We really get along badly. She 
~ does not like anything I do; criticizes my clothes, the way 
~ I talk, and will pick a quarrel with me at the drop of a 
‘ “= hat! 
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. “I TRY TO TREAT her fairly. I allow her to swing 
me around to her point of view sometimes when she re- 
quests privileges which I feel are a little beyond her. For 
example, she wanted to go to art school. I hesitated as it 
- meant taking a bus and then a long walk, but she did 
convince me she could go safely, even drew me a map of 
how she’d go. So I let her do it.

Exciting Trip to North Platte, Nebr. 


Mamie and Her Father Drive From Denver for Reunion With Ike; Death of Little ‘Icky’

T was midday of Nov. 11, 
| isis, when Mamie _ Eisen- 

hower embraced her family 
in Denver, then drove home to 
Lafayette street to leave “Icky” 
with Dawson, the cook, and 
change clothes for her sister’s 
funeral. After the fifial rites at 
Fairmont Cemetery, “Buster’s”’ 
coffin was lowered into a grave 
adjoining that of Eleanor, the 
first Doud daughter, who had 
died in 1912. 

That night she awoke to 
sirens, whistle blasts, and the 
tolling of church bells. Mamie 
followed her parents down- 
stairs. Lights were on all up 
and down the block; neighbors 
peered from windows. Papa 
Doud disappeared to dress, then 
was off in the Packard. He was 
back within the hour with the 
answer: the War Department 
had made official announcement 
that the German High Com- 
mand had asked to meet with 
Allied generals aboard a train 
in Campiegne Forest to sign an 
armistice. The news of the end 
of the war left Mamie physical- 
ly spent. 

It was a week before Mamie 
left her room; meanwhile her 
husband was at Camp Dix, won- 
dering if perhaps he wouldn't 
be sent to France after all. 
When orders came assigning 
him to Camp Benning, Ga., as 
a supply officer, he telephoned. 
He didn’t think that Benning 
would be permanent—so would 
Mamie concentrate on getting 
well? 


In March he was transferred 
back to tank training and re- 
ported for duty at Camp Meade, 
halfway between Washington 
and Baltimore. Meade, a raw, 
thrown-together war-time can- 
tonment, was a confusion of 
tanks and tankmen recently re- 
turned from the theater of war. 
It was to be reorganized as an 
armored training center. Ike 
was given command of the heavy 
tank brigade. A colonel who had 
led American tanks to victory in 
France commanded the light 
tanks. He was George S. Pat- 
ton Jr. 

¢ + & 

ATTLE-TESTED Patton, al- 
Breaay an impressive and col- 

orful leader, liked Ike on 
sight. Ike, five years behind 
Patton at West Point, regarded 
the older man with respect. He 
also envied him: Patton had 
fought in France—in_ tanks. 
During the two years they were 
associated at Camp Meade their 
teamwork in the training com- 
mand helped to overcome wide- 
spread opposition to armor and 
laid the foundation for the up- 
building of a tank program in 
the years before World War II, 
when Patton again commanded 
fire-spitting vehicles and 
smashed German defenses. 

Ike kept on writing. Mamie in 
Denver that it would be months 
before wooden barracks could 
be converted into family hous- 
ing. He was living in bachelor 
quarters under war-time condi- 
tions. Mamie fumed; later, al- 
ways later. Why couldn’t she 
set up housekeeping in Wash- 
ington or Baltimore; commut- 
ing would be only 20 miles, and 
surely he could be home at 
least on weekends. But Ike was 
adamant. 

Inaction made things worse; 
she hated to get up and face 
the dull days. The family took 
turns at spoiling “Icky” and 
there was nothing she could do 
about it short of a quarrel. 
Afternoons she played cards or 
rode around town with her 
mother. Evening parties were 
out: Mamie felt too conspicuous 
without her husband. 

June arrived, and an unbe- 
lievable shift: Ike was borrowed 
to be an observer with the 
Army’s first transcontinental 
truck train that would start 
from Washington early in July 
and head across the continent. 
It was to be a test of the prac- 
ticability of mass motor trans- 
portation. Gen. Pershing, who 
had first used motor vehicles 
to support troops when he 
probed into Mexico in 1915 
seeking Villa, was now Chief of 
Staff. Trucks had proved valu- 
able in France, and now the 
General of the Armies wanted 
his faith to be justified, so he 
had ordered the gruelling test 
of a midsummer motorcade 
across the United States. Could 
—and would—the truck replace 
the Army mule? 

Roads were few; concrete 
highways were unheard of, and 
asphalt paving was still in the 
experimental stage in cities. 
The army trucks were in for a 
terrific beating; men who rode 
them would be peace - time 
heroes. 

The line of trucks planned to 
pull into North Platte, Nebr., 
for an over-night halt, Ike 
thought Mamie might like to be 
in North Platte as a welcoming 
committee of one. He cautioned 
against bringing “Icky.” The 
200-mile train trip from Denver 
would be tiresome, and hotel 
accommodation in North Platte 
none too comfortable in the 
summer's swelter. 

Mamie told her father. Train 
indeed! he said. Here was an 
excuse for that motor-trip-with- 
a-purpose he’d been trying to 
drum up since spring. Just the 
two of them. Mama and “Mike” 
could stay home and mind 
“Icky.” 

The Army’s endurance test 
with mechanized motor trans- 
ports became front page news as 
soon as the trucks roared out 
of Washington. Papa Doud and 
Mamie charted each day’s run 
with pins on a map. They did 
not need Ike’s wire to tell them 
when to start for North Platte. 
At sun-up, next day, dressed in 
dusters, goggles, and pull-down 
hats, father and daughter made 
a final re-check of supplies. It 
was a risky journey. A break- 
down almost anywhere along the 
route might isolate them for sev- 
eral days, in which case the trip

would be in’vain, for Ike would 
be headed south to Texas with 
the motorcade. Food was packed 
in the rear of the Packard. Cans 
of water, extra tins of gasoline, 
a portable stove, coffee pot and 
frying pan rested on the floor. 
Papa’s tool kit, spare tires, tow 
rope and shovel were stowed in 
outside compartments. 


They reached North Platte by 
early evening, a averaged 
about 15 miles an hour. Mr. 
Doud casually remarked to the 
hotel clerk that he had driven 
in from Denver with his daugh- 
ter to meet the Army trucks. 
The clerk spread the news of 
Papa’s feat. North Platte was 
still a horse-and-wagon town. 
Curious stares from bobbing 
heads at the dining room door 
added to the gaiety of the meal 
Mamie shared with her father. 

Papa was flattered. He said 
half the fun of cross-country 
driving was turning up in small 
towns and surprising people. 

Dressed in frothy cotton with 
black velvet at her wrists, her 
shining hair dipped and coiled 
to neat perfection, Mamie was 
without a doubt the prettiest 
girl in all Nebraska as she 
popped into and out of the hotel 
awaiting the arrival of her hus- 
band. At last, the ponderous, 
dust-masked convoy rolled down 
the street. Mamie flashed her 
handkerchief, heard a voice bel- 
lowing her name, and Ike, a 
grin on his dust-powdered face, 
leaned as far as he dared from 
a front’ seat, “hollering like a 
kid on a roller-coaster.” 

Alone with her husband, 
Mamie began to state her in- 
tentions, expecting disagree- 
ment. Instead, Ike was all for 
having her go to Meade, pro- 
vided she left “Icky” in Denver 
until they nfoved into perma- 
nent quarters on the post. If 
she didn’t expect too much and 
was willing to live off post in 
some small near-by Maryland 
community for a few months, 
he might be lucky in finding a 
couple of rooms in a private 
home. 


ee a 
OR the first time since her 
marriage, Mamie felt reas- 
sured. The “war to end all 

wars” was over. Now she and 

Ike could really begin solid 

planning. 

Mamie left for Camp Meade 
in September. The only place 
Ike could find to rent in the 
whole area was a single seedy 
room at Odenton, Md., a little 
rail stop seven miles up the road 
from Camp Meade. Ike had 
prepared her for the lodgings. 
They weren't much better than 
a rural tenement. 

Trouble started the first morn- 
ing with what seemed to be 
temporary failure of the elec- 
tric current. The landlady told 
her that due to a local power 
shortage there was a daily six- 
to-six shut-off of electricity. 
Mamie didn’t mind doing her 
personal laundry, or even hang- 
ing it in the room to dry, but 
she rebelled at having to do the 
ironing at night. 

Shut up in the clammy room, 
with not enough daylight filter- 
ing through the window to per- 
mit reading, Mamie was the 
prisoner of her thoughts. The 
landlady was frugal with coal, 
and Mamie was forced to huddle 
in bed or bundle in blankets if 
she wanted to sit in a chair and 
stare out the streaked window 
at the intermittent traffic. Her 
breakfast came out of a paper 
bag. To slop through the rain 
for noontime food at a lunch 
counter in a local drugstore 
didn’t seem worth the effort. 
As a rule, she ate a dried-up 
sandwich picked up the previous 
evening on the drive back from 
dinner at Camp Meade. 

After several weeks. of this 
existence, Mamie Eisenhower 
threw in the sponge for the first 
time. She was defeated. She 
packed up and caught a train 
for San Antonio, where her par- 
ents had taken “Icky.” 

Mamie rented a furnished 
apartment on Grayson avenue 
near the Doud house. She chose 
to set up her own small apart- 
ment, as she felt she had al- 
ready imposed too much on her 
parents’ hospitality during the 
long Denver visit. Family ties 
were as close as ever. There 
was the usual visiting back and 
forth; “Ickey’s” playtime was 
spent in the spacious yard and 
big white house. 

Ike had retained his wartime 
rank, which meant that, as the 
wife of a lieutenant colonel, 
Mamie had a much broader s0- 


cial horizon than in the days 
when she lived at Fort Sam 
Houston as a first lieutenant’s 
wife. 

The interlude in San Antonio 
lasted a bare three months. Ike 
came down on Christmas leave 
with glad tidings that he had 
been allotted quarters in one of 
the converted barracks at Camp 
Meade. They could move in any 
time after Jan. 1, 1920. 

Ike said the rooms were large, 
with plenty of windows. The 
kitchen and bath had new 
plumbing, but they would have 
to depend on a coal-fed stove 
for heating. The stove was a 
round, cast-iron contrivance, the 
usual Army issue, and should 
keep them comfortable without 
being too much of a burden. 
Several borrowed Army cots 
would do until Mamie bought 
beds. The standard Army allot- 
ment of a chest of drawers, a 
dining table and chairs had been 
moved in. 

“Roofed-over camping out,” 
was Mamie’s mental picture of 
the housing, but she was willing 
to start again from scratch to 
make a home. There were no 
savings to draw on, so she knew 
it would take financial wizardry 
to fix up such a place without 
going into debt. 

From the day of their mar- 
riagé the Eisenhowers have paid 
in full for everything. Adher- 
ence to this stern principle has 
often meant weeks, or even 
months, of frugality and self- 
denial until enough cash was at 
hand for the acquisition of new 
things. Mamie has always been 
the family banker and econo- 
mist. Except for pocket money, 
her husband has never handled 
money. They were transferred 
on an average of every two years 
during Eisenhower’s’§ military 
service. Mamie, who has lost 
count of the many domiciles, 
thinks 27 is nearly correct. 

When it came to furnishing 
the Camp Meade duplex, she 
knew there would have to be a 
lot of improvising, such as 
packing-case tables and barrel 
chairs, disguised with paint and 
chintzes. She created a dress- 
ing table for her Camp Meade 
bedroom out of orange crates 
and a remnant length of flow- 
ered material thumbtacked on. 

In July, Ike dropped back to 
his permanent rank of captain; 
and then the following day was 
promoted to temporary major. 
His brilliant record as an exec- 
utive officer caused the Army 
to make this unusual peace-time 
promotion. The .$21.67 reduction 
in pay — he would be drawing 
$320 a month as a major—called 
for even greater economy. Ma- 
mie, who now needed only inci- 
dentals for the duplex, revised 
her budget downward and went 
on wearing mostly made-over 
clothes. Her only luxury was a 
rented piano. 

The close friendship between 
Ike and George Patton was 
never matched by their wives. 
Mamie and Beatrice Patton 
liked each other, but their widely 
separated personal interests left 
them little time for intimacy. 
Mrs. Patton liked to sail and 
fish; she was an excellent horse- 
woman and aspired to match 
her husband’s talent as a poet. 

Mamie’s only interest in sports 
was as a spectator at football 
games; her reading was con- 
fined to current events and an 
occasional novel. Mamie’s orbit 
was domesticity. Her sparkle, 
wit and charm, her laughter, 
keen card sense and music, all 
made her the popular wife of a 
popular officer. 


* * * 
HILE at Camp Meade, Pat- 
ton was bent on proving to 
“doubting Thomases’—one 
of his gentler epithets—in the 
War Department that the tank 
corps was the key to forward 
ground assault. He feared the 
tank corps would be shelved 
unless Army policy-makers put 
aside old prejudices. 

Patton really raised his sights 
when he was notified that Brig. 
Gen. Fox Conner would inspect 
the corps. Here was the chance 
to impress one of the great stra- 
tegists of the war, serving as 
chief of staff to Gen. Pershing 
in Washington. It was a chance 
conversation between the gen- 
eral and Patton, during a lull 


_in the tour of inspection, that 


set events in motion which would 
cause Eisenhower eventually to 
be recognized as a _ military 
genius and leader of men. 
Gen. Conner mentioned that 
he was due to take over com- 
mand of Camp Gaillard in Pan- 
ama in a few weeks, and he 


wondered if Patton could rec- 
ommend a promising junior 
whom he could take to the 
Canal Zone as his executive of- 
ficer. Patton enumerated the 
qualifications of Eisenhower, 
and Gen. Conner talked briefly 
to the young major. 


After the visitors departed, 
Patton told Ike about Panama, 
and advised him to accept if the 
job was offered. It was Pat- 
ton’s opinion that if Ike served 
under Gen. Conner, one of the 
Army’s “great brains,” he could 
learn a lot. Mamie has never 
forgotten her husband’s home- 
coming that night. He told her 
that even if nothing came from 
the recommendation — Gen. 
Conner had the whole Army to 
choose from—the fact that Pat- 
ton had spoken out for him was 
what counted. All evening, Ike 
could talk of nothing else. 

Gen. Conner did choose Ike. 
It was early October. He was to 
report at Camp Gaillard late in 
January, 1922.

EFORE that time 

Birazeay befell the 
howers. 

Their three-year-old son, 
“Icky,” became ill on the day 
after Christmas, and the fext 
day was taken to the post hospi- 
tal. It was scarlet fever. Days 
would have to pass before the 
crisis. 

Ike telephoned Mama Doud 
and she came at once to Camp 
Meade.

N the individual tournament 

recently held in Monte Car 

the winner was Jan Wolin, 

Sweden, who will be remem- 
bered by Americans aS &@ mem- 
ber of the Swedish team-of-four 
which played in the 1952 world 
championship in New York 
(losing to the United States 
team). 

All honor is due Wolin for his 
victory im this gruelling struggle 
against many of the world’s 
greatest players, but, without 
sounding the dog-in-the-manger 
note, it is only fair to point out 
that an “individual” in which 
each player pairs up on a few 
boards with every other player, 
is undoubtedly the luckiest form 
of bridge competition. 

All experts concede this fact, 
and many refuse to enter this 
type of tournament. 

Here, for example, ig what 
happened to a prominent Ameri- 
can expert on a hand in an in- 
dividual contest in New York:

East knew that West had a 
strong hand when he bid two 
spades over one heart, but when 
West followed this up by bid- 
ding three no-trump, East cere 
tainly could not visualize any- 
thing like the 6-5-1-1 distribu- 
tion of the West hand. Appar- 
ently, West had five diamonds 
and four spades. Since East did 
not feel too confident about a 
spade contract based (apparent- 
ly) on only seven trumps, and 
since inthese match-point games 
there is usually an advantage to 
be gained from playing a hand 
at no-trump, East retired from 
the auction. West made only 
four-odd, losing a diamond and 
two hearts. 

At almost every other table 
West properly rebid his spades 
to show his 6-5-1-l-hand pat- 
tern, and it was then easy to 
reach (and make) the spade 
slam.
